
Legal Induced Abortion 
Reporting in the United States
Why is legal abortion reporting important?

Legal induced abortion data are used to

Identify women at high risk for unintended pregnancy.

Monitor trends in the number, rate, and ratio of abortion,      
types of procedures used, and gestational age (in weeks) 
when abortions are performed.

Calculate pregnancy rates (in conjunction with births and 
fetal deaths).

Evaluate the effectiveness of family planning programs and 
programs to prevent unintended pregnancy.

Reporting issues

47 states, New York City, and the District of Columbia  
collect data on legal induced abortions.

45 reporting areas collect legal induced abortion data as 
required by state statute/regulation or law.

Every hospital, Medicare facility, or licensed clinician in 
required areas must report each legal induced abortion 
performed to the central department of health by means of a 
standardized form for that reporting area.

The time period for filing reports after legal induced abortion 
varies widely by state.
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* Currently this state does not collect data on legal induced abortion.

‡ Currently this state does not collect data on induced termination of pregnancy.
§ State collects abortion data in accordance with its death certification statutory law.

** A broad health statute provides legal authority for abortion data collection.
